WINTRY WEATHER AND SLOW GOING AT 
BOWIE DOES NOT DISMAY SPECTATORS. 



Hauberk an Easy Victor in the Chief Contest of the 
Day — Ina Kay Defeats Golden List — Vermont 
Scores for His New Owner.

Baltimore. Mil., November 13. — Despite wintry 
Weather renditions, a large crowd turned out at 
Bowie this afternoon. Speculation was keener 
than on the opening day and several of the winners 
iwid handsome dividends. The track was again 
slow, with little prospeet for much improvement 
for a day or two. 

A Selling Handicap at one mile was provided 
ah a feature and resulted iu an easy victory for 
Hauberk, which came from behind in the stretch 
and drew away into a six length lead in the final 
eighth. 

The largest field that went to the post during the 
iifternoon faced the barrier in the second race, 
the starters numbering fifteen. The winner turned 
up in Ina Kay. which led all the way and won 
easily from Golden List. 

Vermont scored another victory for his new owner, 
K. K. Bryson, when lie won the fifth race in easy 
fashion. Schuttiuger saved him well back until 
straightened out in the homestretch, where he 
raced into an easy lead and at the finish was going 
away. 

.1. D. Misick had announced that he would winter 
Ids stable at Laurel. Mr. Misick recently pur- 
chased a small farm there. There will he quite a 
winter colony at that point. Besides owner Misick 
there will Ik* jockeys A. Schuttinger, E. Ambrose 
mid W. Allen and trainer Henry McDaniel with 
the W. S. Kilmer horses. 

A story was circulated during the Laurel meet- 
ing, to the effect that Republican had gone lame 
and was about to be fired and turned out for the 
winter. The bone hu be en showing mm good 
trials at Kenning, recently, and is one of those 
named to start in the fifth race tomorrow. 

Norman Kennedy, who has signed to ride for F. 
Ambtooe Clark next year, will leave to m orrow for 
Warrcuton. Ya., where he will ride oil Saturday iu 
the oim*ii steeplechases. 

Frank Herold lias received several additions to the 
stable lie will campaign in t'uba. lie will take two 
former E. F. Whitney racers. Leading Lady and 
Ballygunge. and Runway, formerly owned by W. L. 
Crosby of Boston. 

.1. W. Bangle is looking after the interests of 
jockey W. Collins, the lad he secured from Capt. 
W. F. I Tesgrave for the winter season. Collins had 
several mounts this afternoon. 

James Arthur has decided to winter Water Lady 
and Bondage at Bowie. Kmith & Farrar may also 
winter at this track. 

Two carloads of horses will leave for Tijuana to- 
morrow. They include the stables of C. Buxton. 
C. K. Moore and Edward G. Soule. F. E. Kraft 
will also ship his stable to California at the con- 
clusion of the Bowie meeting. 

Two claims were put in for Blue Cap after she 
was beaten in the second race, by F. W. Coleman 
and II. G. Bedwell, and, in the drawing, the former 
secured the filly. E. Herz retaliated by claiming 
Golden List. The claiming price on each was $930. 

On complaint of the patrol judge who reported 
that jockey L. Lykes cut across in front of tin* 
others with Greentrcc at the start in the first 
ra«*e, the stewards suspended that rider lor four 

days.

Edward R. Bradley, did not attain the measure of 
success in the racing of 1910. his extensive investments iu thoroughbreds would seem to warrant. How- 
ever. since establishing his breeding enterprise at Idle Hour Farm, lie has stu< k to his appointed aim 
intelligently and courageously and, in the long run such pertinacity is hound to bring its due reward. 
Possibly his severest disappointment was the failure of his English-bred fillies to do much in racing, 
hut other owners were in the same boat and they may do better for him in 1917. His Sain colt. Blind 
Baggage, ran well enough to justify the re]K»rts of his speed in his early two-year-old days, and was 
liis best monos' winner. In that regard the Sain filly. Busy Joe. was second to Blind Baggage, so it 
ma3* b«* said the Sains did quite well for him.

ENGLAND S HOST POPULAR HANDICAPS. 

History of Some of the Remarkable Features in the 
City and Suburban Running. 



Few races have in their day* been more firmly 
fixed in public favor than the City and Subur- 
ban, and. though it found a formidable rival among 
the south -country sportsmen on the establishment 
of flu* Kempton “Jubilee,” it has retained its 
jKipularity iu a marked degree. Both events are 
decided at an early stage of the racing season, 
when enthusiasm for a fresh campaign is high and 
the time of year usually lends itself to an enjoyable 
outing, and the roads to Hunbury ami Epsom are 
largely taken advantage of. Modern railway facili- 
ties have, of course, diverted thousands of visitors 
from the old method of journeying to each place, 
but the advent of the motor-ear and taxi-cab lias 
led to no inconsiderable patronage once more of the 
King’s highway. To see the “City and Sub” de- 
cided is a keenly anticipated pleasure to quite a 
large number of Londoners whose instincts take a 
sporting turn, and to miss it is regarded as some- 
thing iike a calamity. When ante-post wagering 
took a much wider scope than it does nowadays, the 
City and Suburban was a prominent medium for it. 
and considerable sums hav»* changed hands on its 
result. Hie race was always a favorite with own- 
ers, and its fortunes have not fluctuated us have 
those of some other long -established handicaps. 

The race lias a record extending over more than 
sixty years, and it is made illustrious by the do- 
ings of some horses that have, after a distin- 
guished career on the racecourse, done big things 
at the stud. One of its earliest winners was Vi- 
rago. She was undoubtedly a great mare, and 
bad a remarkable career as a three-year-old in 
1854. First appearing in the City and Suburban 
she won that race in a canter, and later iu the 
afternoon accounted for the Great Metropolitan 
Stakes, carrying five pounds extra for her pre- 
vious success. She only lmd 84 pounds in the 
latter event, inclusive of her penalty, which seems 
a small impost in these days, but it has to be re- 
membered that at that time the weights in han- 
dicaps went down to as low as 36 pounds, and as 
little as 58 pounds was carried in the race l>3* a 
three-year-old called Cable. That something was 
thought of Virago was shown by her starting a 
strong favorite for both the “City” and the Great 
Metropolitan. 7 to 4 being her quotation for the 
former, while the uncommon figure of 10 to 3 was 
her price for the Metropolitan. She was beaten 
oulv once at three years, and in addition to her 
victories at Epsom won the One Thousand Guineas 
tin which she only had two opiwnents). Goodwood 
Cup. Great Northern Handicap. Flying Dutchman’s 
, Handicap at York, the Yorkshire Oaks, and the 
Doncaster Cup. . , 

Another winner of this liundicap that could claim 
classic honors was Bend Or, which scored under 126 
)miii lids in 1881, having behind him a fine field, 
which included Foxliall (winner of the Cesarewitch 
and Cambridgeshire that year) and twenty-two 
others. The story of Bend Or’s Derby victory is 
one of the most memorable in the history of the 
race. Though a good horse himself, he would un- 
dmtbtedly have been lK*ateu at Epsom by Robert the 
Devil had not the jockey of the latter looked round 
at a critical moment and allowed F. Archer to 
snatch the judge’s verdict by a head. The result 
]«*d to an objection being lodged some months after- 
wards on the grouud that Bend Or was not the horse

POSSIBLE SETBACK FOR NEW TRACK. 

At a meeting of the Board of Commissioners of 
Kenton County yesterday, M. H. McLean, repre- 
senting t!ic parties sttpjxised to desire the property 
for race track purposes, requested the commis- 
sion* rs to conve3* to him thirty acres of the County 
Infirmary propert.v in the rear of the buildings 
and running back to the Licking river, at his 
option price of $600 per acre, says the Cincinnati 
Enquirer of yesterda.v. Ed E. Walker & Co. pre- 
sented a proposal to the eommissioners to buy the 
same land or any part of it at $700 per acre and 
to accept a deed for it, providing that it should 
not Ik* used for race track puriwses nor any other 
purpose which would in anywise interfere with the 
County Infirmary. This was received and filed. 

Judge Reed seemed of the opinion that the deed 
should Ik* made, but Commissioners Linneman and 
Cody were of the opinion that a raee track con- 
structed on that ground would be very injurious 
to the Count.v Infirmary. Written remonstrances, 
signed by lK*tween 460 and 300 residents of the 
neighborhood and property owners of the county, 
were presented, remonstrating against the construc- 
tion of a race track on that property and against 
a sale of the infirmary propert.v for that purpose. 

County Attorney Fra* k Hanlon opposed the sale 
of the property without limitation «ud offered to 
the commission, and they tendered to Mr. McLean 
si deed conveying the property, with a proviso, 
however, that tin* property should never be used for 
race track purposes. Mr. McLean declined to ac- 
cept this deed, although he stated he was not 
sure that the propert.v would l»e used for that 
purpose; that Mr. Rhinock had not paid any money 
as vet. and he did not know whether lie would. 

Mr. Hanlon stated that the fact that Mr. McLean 
declined to say that the property would not be 
used for race track pur|K»scs, and the fact that 
he refused to accept a deed with a clause pro- 
hibiting its use for that purpose, seemed convinc- 
ing priHif that the propert.v was to be so used. 
He also stated that the property was necessary 
for the infirmary; that the inmates raise crops 
and garden, and that the cows of the infirmary were 
pastured there, and if this property was sold all 
this would be a very heavy exiK*nse upon the 
count.v. Judge Read finally offered a resolution 
providing that the County Judge he instructed to 
convey the propert.v to M. H. McLean, according 
to the option, unless he was prevented from so 
doing by proper legal proceedings. 

The eommissioners thereupon adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Be it resolved by the Fiscal Court of Kenton 
County that the county attorney be. and he is here- 
by directed to institute suit at once to test the 
question as to whether or not Kenton Count.v can 
In* compelled to carry out its option and execute 
a deed of the infirmary land to M. H. McLean, it 
having been brought to the notice of this court that 
said land may Ik* used for race track purposes. 

The county attornej- will accordingly prepare an 
injunction suit, and it is not at all improbable that 
some of the residents in the neighborhood of tin* 
proposed track will do likewise. They are very 
much opposed to a race track in that neighborhood, 
and claim that they have built up their properties 
for residence purposes and that a race track would 
be very injurious to them. 

HOW EOS WON THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 



The Cambridgeshire of this year, the last great 
handicap of the English flat racing season of 1916. 
was won witli the utmost ease by the Orby filly 
Eos. She was not the favorite, although well backed 
iu t lie ante-post l»<>oks. The Irish horse Ballagli- 
tobin was the preferred one and went to the post 
at 4*4 to 1. Eos being a 10 to 1 chance. Ivondon 
SiKirtsman of the next da.v, November 2, liad this 
to say of the big race: 

“In contradistinction to the Cesarewitch. we saw 
public form pla.v second fiddle to private trials in 
tlie Cambridgeshire. Ballaghtobin. Aerschot and 
Julian, early fancies for the race, went under to the 
well-tried Eos and Lanius. It was anything hut an 
ideal afternoon for a big race. Though the weather 
was fair when racing commenced, it broke down 
when the horses were at the post for tin* principal 
event. There was nothing sensational in the elev- 
enth-hour Cambridgeshire wagering; in fact, the 
lietting has been somewhat light throughput. The 
only market feature before racing started was the 
hacking of Wet Kis<. Overnight 23 to 1 was ob- 
tainable about the filly, whereas she was a tight 
100 to 7 chance at flagfall. Evidently she failed to 
run up to expectations, for never once was she 
sighted in the contest. Right up to the close Bnl- 
laghtnhin held his market position and started a 
pronounced favorite, even though some of the pad- 
dock critics were not impressed with his appearance. 
Those connected with him, however, were quite sun- 
guine. and the mau3* Irish visitors supported him 
lilH*rally each way. On the other hand, Aerseliot 
did not make many new* friends. He was always 
easy to buck at 100 to 6. Considering that the 
north -country party had loyally supi»orted him for a 
comparatively big amount early on, and that he 
figured well in the “doubles” with Sanctum, the 
liberal odds offered were significant. He had un- 
doubtedly trained off while at Newmarket. The 
gullop last week with his juvenile stable companions 
— which nuzzled many people— revealed this fact. 
Still, he was not disgraced in the race, for he ran 
quite w*ell to the Bushes. The confidence of the 
Wliateombe party* in Julian and the hopes of Clare - 
haven in regard to Lanius. though shattered by 
Eos. were certainly not wholly misplaced, for both 
horses play*ed prominent parts in the battle. They* 
held good fighting chances to the Bushes. Julian 
was the first to surrender, when Smyth turned on 
full steam ami sent Eos out to win her ruce up 
Bushes Hill. Lord D’Abernon’s filly had taken the 
lead below* the T. Y. C. w'iiming i»ost, and had her 
rivals all beaten before the Abingdou Mile Bottom 
was reached. 



“Always conspicuously placed in the front rank. 
Ballaghtobin ran like a genuine horse, but the speed 
of Eos in the last quarter of a mile found out 
the weak spot in his armor. He stayed on well, 
hut had no reserve left to cope with Lord D’Aber- 
non’s handsome little filly. The struggle did not 
appear to have taken much out of her, for when un- 
saddled after the race she showed no trace of dis- 
tress, as she nibbled at the grass in the weighing -in 
enclosure. Though compactly built and beautifully 
moulded. Eos is a very small mare to have carried 
104 pounds in a Cambridgeshire and win in such 
decisive style. The victory was iu all senses a 
popular one. for Mr. Lumbton made no secret of the 
trial gallop. To the sceptics it looked far too good; 
still, the proof of the pudding was in the eating, 
and Eos certainly did not disappoint her trainer. 

“The business in connection with this race com- 
pared unfavorably with what has taken place in 
man;,' previous years, and was of a somewhat light 
character. When backers and layers got together, 
7 to 1 was procurable on the field, hut the support 
forthcoming for Ballaghtobin was so well sustained 
that be soon came to 6 to 1, followed by the ac- 
ceptance of 3 to 1, and in the end of 9 to 2. Bar 
one 8 to 1 was offered, and this price was accepted 
about Julian and Lanius. Afterwards 9 to 1 and 
10 to 1 was to be had about Julian, but towards 
tin* finish 9 to 1 and finally lot) to 12 was accepted. 
Lanius for a time stiMul at 9 to 1 ami left off at 
1(H) to 12. Eos was throughout at 10 to 1, and this 
was the closing rate of Kussley. which opened at 
100 to 9. Cornslieaf. after being at 10 to 1, de- 
clined to 100 to 8. Gay I -.ally at the outset was at 
10t) to 7. but afterwards 100 to S was closed with. 
Wet Kiss at the commencement was a 20 to 1 
chance, hut this price was sesm exhausted, and she 
rapidly advanced to loo to 7. Aerschot stood at 
100 to 6 throughout. Mount William and t’erval 
were always on the 23 to 1 mark, and this price was 
closed with about Sir Eager. Mohucz from 23 to 1 
declined to 33 to 1, and at tin* latter rate (’lap Gate 
had hackers. The same price was always on offer 
against Frtisquin’s Pride. Grosvenor and t’anutc 
were on tender at 40 to 1 each. For a place 6 to 4 
was taken about Ballaghtobin, but the others were 
at proportionate odds. 

“Julian was first away (on the top ground), clear 
of Eos ton the stand side), with Ballaghtobin and 
Frusquin’s Pride in close attendance, and then came 
Gay Lally, Mount William. Lanius. Kussley, Clap 
Gate and Cerval. After going half the distance 
t’erval and Aerschot improved their positions and 
got into the front rank, while Cornslieaf, Sir Eager 
and Grosvenor dropped into the rear. Approaching 
tin* T. Y. (’. winning post Julian was still leading 
from Eos, Cerval and Lanius. Aerschot. Ballagh- 
tobiu and Kussley following. At the bushes Julian 
surrendered the lead to Eos. which was well in front 
of Lanius. Kussley and Ballaghtobin. Mount William 
lieing ahead of the others. Down the hill Eos 
gained a further advantage of Lanius. and racing 
up the final ascent won easily by a couple of 
lengths from Lanius, which finished three-parts of 
a length in front of Ballaghtobin. Kussley w*as 
fourth. Julian fifth. Cornslieaf sixth. Moliacz 
seventh. Mount William eighth. Aerseliot ninth. 
Frusquin’s Pride tenth and Clap Gate last. Because 
of fog no time was taken. 

“The Moulton Stakes showed 11s Diadem once more 
iu her true form, and she hud no difficulty what- 
ever in winning it. But the lathy, lanky Colleger, 
which had none the best of luck, ran liis race out 
with conspicuous resolution, and he has the makings 
of a good colt. At present lie is 110 beauty — a 

mere framework, and with his hooks away from him. 
but he looks like maturing, much as liis sire 
William the Third did. and he was nothing like at 
liis best until his four-year-old season. Poignant, 
as we all know, is smart, and lie finished third 
today. Among tin* unplaced ones was Lord Bay. a 
bay son of Ilayardo and Lady Vista, by Sir Visto 
out of Phrosa. by Galopin out of a sister to Marta- 
gon. He was making his debut today, and ran by 110 
means badly. Sippet, by Swynford — Snip, is a fine 
filly, which lmci finished close up with Diadem in 
Dansellon’s mysterious race, but today she had no 
chance at all with Lord D*Aberaoa*s filly. Tin* 
Finch, a chestnut colt by Sunflower II. out of 
Fringilla, is a racing-like sort, and so is Dalguise. 
a bay colt by Dinneford out of Elizabetta, which 
carried Mr. Reid Walker’s colors. Trojan ran rather 
disappointingly, hut nothing really had a chance 
with Diadem, and only Colleger put up anything 
like a decent fight. Thus Lord D’Abernoti lias to 
he congratulated on a remarkable double-event with 
his two fillies. Diadem and Eos, which are nearly 
sisters in blood, both being by Orby. and grand- 
daughters of Renovata, while the maternal grand- 
sire of Diadem is Donovan (son of Galopin) and 
of Eos St. Serf (grandson of Galopin). 

“There were no foreigners in yesterday’s field, 
which, while of superior quality to that of the 
Cesarewitch, did not compare for class with many 
o* tiie past, and did not include a single classic 
winner. Still it was an interesting affair, aud 
attracted the usual large crowd, including a strong 
show of khaki, mention of which reminds that 
Newmarket has contributed its full share of re- 
emits. and will send a lot more to join the colors 
immediately after this meeting, among them a 
number of well-known Jockeys. Trainers are at 
their wits’ end to find capable stable lads to re- 
place those already gone, and greater difficulties 
are a waiting those who have horses ready for 
the jumping season but no men to school them, so 
much so that they have abandoned the hope and 
are turning them out of training for the winter, 
a state of affairs which does not improve the 
prospects of the National Hunt season.”

AMONG LATEST ARRIVALS. 



Further Particulars of Important Shipment Just 
Arrived at New York from Across the Atlantic 
— List of Widener Consignment. 



John Powers lias sent Harry Shaw* and Port Light 
to Shrewsbury. N. J., to be turned out for the 
winter, but will race Leoehares at Bowie. Powers 
decided that Port Light had earned a rest, and it 
was necessary to retire Harry Shaw because this 
old campaigner broke down iu his last race. 



New* York. November 13. — The thoroughbreds 
brought over from England on the Manchuria have 
been unloaded and transferred to the various locali- 
ties to which they w*ere consigned. 

Naturally enough, much of the interest in this 
consignment centered in the valuable shipment of 
yearlings which trainer Thomas Welsh brought over 
for J. E. Widener, although the seven brought over 
for John Sanford, which proved to be a particularly 
fine band, were not neglected. In fact, the Sanford 
yearlings shipped wonderfully well, especially in 
view of the long twenty-one day voyage, which had 
been made from France by way of London. 

Relatively the Widener yearlings had not shipped 
as well as some of the others, although all of them 
looked bright and in perfect health, if a trifle low 
in flesh. 

Trainer Welsh said that he saw* some good racing 
w’liile he was abroad, and that he believed the prices 
for really g<M>d yearlings were as strong as ever, 
both in England and in France. The list of the 
Widener yearlings is as follows:

Grant Hugh Browne’s nineteen thoroughbreds on 
the Manchuria included five broodmares, two two- 
year-olds. one five -year-old and eleven yearlings. 
They shipped fairly well, and were transferred to 
Gravesend. The yearlings include two colts, two 
geldings and seven fillies. 

R. L. Montgomery of Philadelphia, lias a ship- 
ment of seven Irish hunters and the five-vear-old 
thoroughbred horse Mellifont, by St. Brendan — 
Medhre. by Enthusiast. This is a handsome bay 
horse of remarkably racy make-up. 

H. T. Oxnard has a fine-looking brown weanling 
colt by Adam Rede — Autumn, by St. Frusquin. 

A. B. Hancock has one broodmare and two wean- 
lings. The broodmare is Gallice, 6. by Gallinule — 
St. Cecilia, by St. Serf. The weanlings are a bay 
filly by Junior — Bachelor Girl, by Bachelor’s But- 
ton. and a fine chestnut colt by Polymelus — Half-a- 
Sliee, by Robert le Diable. 



LAT0NIA JOCKEY CLUB WINS ITS CASE. 



Cincinnati. (>., November 15. — The City of Cov- 
ington was given a solar plexus blow in the poli«*e 
court yesterday by Judge T. J. Edmonds when he 
held that the ordinance assessing a license of $1 «hi 
on each race against the Latonia Agricultural As 
soeiation was not only void, but unreasonable, and 
dismissed it. After the ordinance was passed and 
races were t>egun in October, general manager John 
Hachmeister was summoned daily to police court 
for alleged violation of the ordinance. Attorney 
Harvey Myers, president of the racing association, 
asserted at the outset that the ordinance was not 
only unjust, but beyond all reason and excessive. 
Judge Edmonds directed both sides to file briefs, 
after which it was submitted. 

There were three facts submitted to the court: 
“1. Has Covington jiower to license by ordinance, 
occupation of conducting horse races?’ 

“2. Does defendant come within the provisions 
of this ordinance and what effect should be given 
to the fact that only half of the raee course lies 
within Covington?” 

“3. Is the amount of the license so great as to 
render the ordinance void?” 

Looking those facts in the face, Judge Edmonds 
held Covington has the right to regulate or license 
the occupation of conducting races. He was of the 
opinion that Covington can regulate and license de- 
fendant. but he held that the license of $100 a race 
over a portion of course is so unreasonable as to 
indicate an abuse of discretion. 

“Horse racing in itself.” says the Court, “is 
not of such nature as would warrant charging 
such an enormous license and the Court believes 
further that the betting sheds, pari-mutuel ma- 
chines or the places where the money is won and 
lost would call for a high license and were this 
portion in the City of Covington the Court would 
probably rule different, but as these are outsirh* 
the jurisdiction of the City Commissioners, th«* 
Court held the ordinance void on the ground that 
it is unreasonable and dismissed the suit.”

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gether for defense against Russia, wliicli country 
he characterized as the great menace to the future 
peace of Europe and the world. Once this war is 
finished, he said, Europe will probably have at 
least twenty- five or thirty years of peace, until the 
generation which has passed through this conflict 
has departed from the stage. This should give time 
and opportunity to a wise and far-seeing diplomacy 
by which the western states of Europe can arrange 
for protection against the disturbing clement in the 
east. 

Further negotiations between the American and 
British governments over America’s objections to 
Great Britain’s trade blacklist were considered cer- 
fbiin at Washington yesterday. A British reply 
^fo the latest American protest, made public by the 
stnt«* department, defends the British position and 
leaves open the door for further exchanges. Great 
Britain’s defense of the blacklist declares the 
measure is purely a municipal regulation, denies it 
invades neutral rights and asserts its purpose is 
to shorten the war. There can l*e no contention, 
the note declares, that the British have not the 
right to deny the facilities of British commerce to 
those who assist the cause of Britain’s enemies 
wherever domiciled. “The feelings which I venture 
to think have prompted the note.” the foreign 
minister declared in the British reply, “must have 
been that the measures will be expanded to an ex- 
tent which will result in their interfering with 
genuine neutral commerce; perhaps also that they 
are not exclusively designed lor belligerent pur- 
poses. but are rather an attempt to forward our own 
trade interests at the expense of neutral com- 
merce.” Even these conclusions, it is asserted, are 
wrong. The foreign minister promises the measures 
will not be extended further than is absolutely 
necessary, declares they are strictly war measures 
and says that the end of the war is not near enough 
in sight for Britain to neglect any just means to 
bring about its termination. The note fails to 
meet the American demand that the names of 
Amercan firms be stricken from the blacklist, but 
attempts to convince the state department that the 
British position is just and founded on law. The 
note was subscribed by Viscount Grey, the British 
foreign minister, and was addressed to and trans- 
mitted by Walter Ilines Page, the American am- 
bassador at London. A part which attracted much 
official notice dealt with the subject of peace, 
based on the theory that one American contention 
had been that there exists no military necessity 
for the blacklist; that it is unnecessary for the al- 
lies to prejudice neutral commerce and that nothing 
which happens in distant neutral countries can in- 
fluence the result of the great conflict. “If that 
really were the position.” says the note, “it is pos- 
sible that the measures taken by his majesty’s 
government might be described as uncalled for, but 
it is not. We well may wish that it were so. 
Even though the military situation of the allies 
has greatly improved, there is still a long and 
bitter struggle in front of them, and one which 
in justice to the principles for which they are 
fighting imposes upon them the duty of employing 
every opportunity and every measure which they 
can legitimately use to overcome their opponents. 
One observation which is very commonly heard is 
that certain belligerent acts, even though lawful, 
are too petty to have any influence in a struggle 
of such magnitude. It is, I know, difficult for 
those who have no immediate contact with war to 
realize with what painful anxiety men and women 
in this country must regard even the smallest acts 
which tend to increase, if only by a hair’s breadth, 
the danger in which their relatives and friends 
daily stand, or to prolong, if only by a minute, 
the period they are exposed to such perils. What- 
ever inconvenience may be caused to neutral na- 
tions by the exercise of belligerent rights, it is 
not to t)e compared for an instant to the suffering 
and loss occasioned to mankind by tiie prolongation 
of the war even for a week.** 

A dispatch from the scene of fighting in north- 
ern France yesterday says: The British advance 

along both sides of the Ancre. which continued 
yesterday with the capture of the village of Beau- 
court. is considered by the British commanders as 
one of the most important successes in the four 
months of the offensive. They insist especially on 
the relatively insignificant character of the Ger- 
man resistance in a position which they consider 
of strategic importance and one of the most highly 
fortified on the entire western front. More than 
5.000 prisoners have been collected in the extensive 
subterranean galleries and chambers which were sunk 
on both sides of the valley and were miles in ex- 
tent. Five hundred Germans surrendered in a tun- 
nel near St. Pierre Division, which was a mile and 
a half long. This tunnel gave access to scores of 
electric lit chambers in which companies of in- 
fantry were housed and which contained quantities 
of machine guns and bombs. Another 700 prison- 
ers were caught in a ravine south of Beaumont - 
Hamel, where they were cut off by the first at- 
tack on Monday afternoon. The British success 
south of the Ancre was increased, owing to the 
fact that the Germans in this section were on the 
]H*int of being relieved by fresh troops when the 
attack was launched. The result was that twice 
the normal strength of the garrison was trapped 
by the barrage fire. Among the prisoners taken 
here wore many men of the Ninety-third infantry, 
of which the Duke of Albany is honorary colonel - 
in -chief. The regiment lost heavily. According 
to the prisoners the duke was waiting in the roar 
to inspect the regiment when it left the fighting 
line. The majority of the infantry fighting was 
done with grenades instead of bayonets. The 
British swarmed over the surface between the 
trench lines and hurled showers of bombs into the 
German dugouts and shelters, capturing in quick 
succession seven parallel rows of the main German 
trenches between Beaumont -Hamel and Beaucourt. 
Prisoners from the Prussian guards told the cor- 
respondent that the terrific British iHunburdment 
destroyed the machine gun emplacements and made 
resistance to the infantry charge impossible. They 
said they were cut off from their reserves on an 
entire front of seven miles which was issolated by 
the British curtain fire. They declare they were 
glad to surrender. A tank which helped to destroy 
machine gun positions at the bottom of the valley 
south of the Ancre was attacked with bombs by 
the Germans who swarmed about it in large num- 
bers. All of the attackers were killed by the 
guns of the tank. Two-thirds of the British casu- 
alties south of the Ancre were walking cases. The 
total losses were lighter in proportion than in any 
previous operation of the last four months. The 
British attack was pressed continuously last night. 
All ground as far as Beaucourt has been consoli- 
dated well and the troops are pushing beyond Fee- 
nele. The Germans so far have not attempted any 
counter attacks. 

From Atlantic City. N. .7., yesterday a dispatch 
says: Despite indications of obstructionist tactics 

on the Mexican side, the American members of the 
joint iieace commission here believed today then* 
is still a chance of reaching an agreement for a 
liorder patrol and General Pershing’s withdrawal. 
While tiie apparent obstruction annoyed the Ameri- 
can group perceptibly, one of its members said: 
“Tie* foundation has been laid for a structure 
which we have excellent reason to trust will take 
the form of an agreement. And, while we have 
come to something concrete, it is nothing more than 
tentative. There is now a situation wherein we 
come to the criticisms, which we trust will result 
in a unity of mind.” The Carranzista members 
had planned to send the tentative agreement to 
Carranza by messenger for ratification, while the 
Americans expected to submit the proposals to the 
Washington government by telegraph. Whether the 
eleventh- hour opposition of the Mexican side will 
thwart the expected agreement was impossible of 
prediction today. But the Americans indicated that 
there will la* little dallying from now on. In ad- 
dition to the military agreement, the Americans 
hope for action more favorable to American in- 
vestors, such as the big mining interests. 

One million feet of inflammable films were de- 
stroved when fire attacked the building at 205 
West Washington street early yesterday and caused 
a loss estimated at $150,000. The burning of the 
ribbons of celluloid, which at intervals caused ex- 
plosions. made the fire one of the most spectacu- 
lar witnessed in the loop in years. Fireman had 
difficulty in fighting the stubborn blaize in the 
feur-story building. The second and third floors 
are occupied by the Laemmle Film corporation. 
Francis Edler & Co., pipe manufacturers, are on 
the first floor. The fourth floor is unoccupied. 
Edward Gehring. 1474 Carmen avenue, employed 
ns checker in the film company, was severely 
burned when he attempted to close the door of the 
vault in which were stored the moving -picture 
films. In attempting to reach the vault door, 
he fell and the next instant there was an explos- 
ion. Flames shot in every direction. Gehring 
succeeded in crawling on his hands and knees to 
llie rear stairway and reached the street. He was 
taken to the Iroquois hospital. The Chicoga Tele- 
phone building is almost directly across the street, 
but although the flames which hurst through the 
roof of the building shot high in the air and illum- 
inated that district no panic was caused among the 
telephone operators. Many left their boards and 
watched the firemen fight the blaze. For a time 
it was thought that Theodore Lukits, elevator op- 
erator in the building, had perished. He was mis- 
sing for several hours, but was found by A. L. 
Sherman, night manager of the film company, in 
the crowd watching the fire. Twenty-five members 
of CosuioiKditHii I’ress club, on the second fhior 
at 34 North Fifth avenue, left the club after the 
first ex ph*s ion. Diners in King s restaurant left 
their meals when smoke reached that plow. The 
fire started on the second floor and spread rapidly 
through the building. Fire Thomas 

O’Connor, who directed the fire fighting, feared 



that the flames would spread to adjoining build- 
ings and sounded a 3-11 alarm. * 

Out of the woods of Minnesota word was flashed 
to Chicago early yesterday that Horace E. Jackson. t 
Chicago broker, who had been lost for five days 
ir the woods, had been found, alive but completely 
exhausted. Mr. Jackson has been taken to a camp 
about fourteen miles north of Ely, Minn., where 
he will recuperate for a few days before his re- 
turn to Chicago. His physician says that on ac- 
count of his rugged physique he probably will be j 
none the worse for his experience, despite the fact ! 
that he is 63 years old. Since Friday, searching 
parties had combed the woods about his camp for ; 
him. He had gone there with Clair Ellis More, j 
attorney for the British consulate in Chicago, on j 
a hunting trip. On Friday, they had visited an- ! 
other camp several miles from their own. and had 
decided to return singly to their own camp late in 
the afternoon. From the hour when Mr. Jackson > 
waved a farewell and strode off into the forest, { 
he lmd not been seen until Tuesday. He was 
found by ten additional woodsmen, who had joined \ 
the searchers when late “signs” of the missing 
man were found in the woods Tuesday. The ten 
separated into two parties and worked independ- 
ently. Late in the afternoon he was found. 

Participation of the French government as well as 
the United Kingdom in the sale of short-term 
treasury notes in this country, reaching a possible 
total of $100,000,000 is expected by bankers of New 
York. Arrangements for the sale have virtually 
been completed by J. P. Morgan & Co., financial 
agents for both governments. The British notes will 
take the form of 47-. per cent exchequer bills run- 
ning from thirty to ninety days subject to three or 
four renewals. The French treasury notes, it is 
believed in the financial district, will take a similar 
form. The plan is understood to have the approval 
of over a score of leading bankers and is the result 
of r«*quests from bankers in various parts of the 
country for a short-term obligation. The American 
invasion of the foreign financial fields advanced an- 
other step yesterday with the announcement that 
t He National City Bank had obtained authority 
from the Russian government to establish a braneli 
in Petrograd. The branch is to be opened at once. 

It will be the second foreign bank in the Russian 
capital. As on outcome of the war in Europe 
financial and trade relations between Russian and 
the I’nited States have greatly expanded. 

From Berlin yesterday a dispatch says: The in- 

vasion of Roumania is being carried on successfully 
by the Austrians and Germans, the war office an- 
nounced. Eugagaments along the road leading into 
Wallachia (southwestern Roumania) yesterday ter 
minuted successfully for the Teutonic forces, who 
took more than 1.S00 prisoners. Serious Russian 
attacks were made yesterday on the front south- 
east of Lemberg along the Narayuvka river. The 
war office announces that all the Russian assaults 
were repulsed. In forest and mountain engagements 
along roads leading into Wallachia, says, the state- 
ment. which were successful for us, the Roumanians 
lost yesterday twenty- three officers and 1.800 men 
in prisoners, together with four cannon and several 
machine guns. Army group of Field Marshall von 
Mackensen (Dobrudja): The situation is unchanged. 

The fortress of Bucharest was lHimbarded by air- 
men. Notably heavy losses were sustained by the 
Russians in the engagements near Lipnica Dolnu, 
on the Narayuvka river, in Galicia, on November It, 
says a review of operations issued today by the 
Overseas News Agency. 

With the government and the various railroads 
preparing their fight in the federal courts the con- 
stitutionality of the Adamson eight -hour law for 
railroad employes, more roads are expected to file 
suits attacking the bill. Seven suits are already 
on file questioning the validity of the law. The 
loads of the country will unite their legal talent, 
it is said, in the test case, by which decision the 
roads will abide. District Attorney Charles F. Clyne 
has made the announcement that when the cases 
come to trial one will 1 h* selected as a test ease. 
The trial will be held in Chicago, with three 
judges sitting enbanc. Judges Carpenter and Lan- 
dis will be two of them, the third not having been 
decided upon. The Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
road was the seventh to file its suit. Others have 
been brought by the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific and 
the Chicago and Great western road in Chicago, 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad at Louisville 
and the Santa Fe and the Union Pacific systems at 
Omaha. 

Bishop Charles Edward Cheney of the Chicago 
synod of the Reformed Episcopal church, which he 
helped establish, and for fifty-six years rector of 
Christ church, died yesterday in his eighty- first 
year. Dr. Cheney was born in Canandaigua, N. 
in 1836, and was a graduate of Hobart College, 
Geneva, X. Y.. and of the Alexandria Theological 
Seminary, in Virginia. He was ordained in the 

Protestant Episcopal ministry in 1858, and two 
years later lie was married to Clara Emma Gris- 
wold of Chicago, who died March 1, 1911. Shortly 
after his marriage he became a leader in organiz- 
ing the Reformed Episcopal church. He was con- 
secrated missionary bishop of the northwest, De- 
cember 11. 1873; and assumed the duties of this 
office while at the same time serving as rector 
of Christ church. He was made bishop of the 

synod of Chicago in 1878. lie served as president 
«*f the synod of Reformed Episcopal churches of 
the central states for two terms, being elected 

in 1905 and re-elected two years later. 

A Petrograd dispatch of yesterday says: Heavily 

re-enforced German troops have succeeded in further 
pushing back Roumanian forces which for several 
days have been on the defensive in the Jiul Valley 
below the Vulcan Pass district, the war office 
statement said today. There have )>eeii some Rou- 
manian reverses also on tin* Transylvanian front in 
the Alt River Valley. At other points on the 

Transylvanian lines, however, the war office an- 
nounced, the Roumanians have taken the offensive 
and re|K*lled the enemy. The successes occurred 
north and south in the Oitnz Valley, where three 
machine guns and many prisoners were taken. Oc- 
cupation by the Roumanians of the town of Boasic, 
in Dobrudja, is announced. 

William Jennings Bryan will devote the next four 
years of liis life to making democracy dry. In an 
interview published at New York yesterday, the 
one-time secretary of state declared his party could 
not afford to take the “immoral side of a moral 
issue;” that prohibition is a big issue now that 
members of the democracy will not allow the party 
to be buried in a drunkard’s grave. Bryan’s drive 
against tin* demon rum will start immediately, for 
he leaves tonight to speak Sunday at Indianapolis, 
and Monday in Chicago. Conservatism, he says, will 
support the Wilson economic and legislative program 
by 1920. hence the party will lx* free to look to 
new. important issues such as prohibition and 
woman suffrage. 

The passengers who were taken off the American 
steamer China February IS by the British auxiliary 
cruiser Laurentic while the China was on a voy- 
age from Shanghai to San Francisco, have arrived 
at Shanghai from Australia, where they had been 
held. Thirty-eight Germans, Austrians and Turks 
were taken from the steamer China when she was 
intercepted by the Laurentic. The British authori- 
ties claimed that they were concerned in a plot for 
a revolution in India. The United States govern- 
ment sent notes to Great Britain asking for the re- 
lease of the passengers, and last May Great Britain 
announced that she would comply with the request. 
The order for the release was made in the middle of 
September. 

The Belgian cabinet, terming itself “The author- 
ized organ of a nation condemned to the silence of 
death.” yesterday sent to King Albert oil the occa- 
sion of the fete day of his paternal saint, a tele- 
gram of felicitation. The message said the present 
time was particularly painful to their unfortunate 
country, as the war continued to be more and inorp 
odious and cruel. Despite the sufferings of the 
people, the message added, the cabinet was confi- 
dent of a revengeful victory. The members of the 
Belgian chamber of deputies also sent a congratu- 
latory telegram to the king. It likewise con- 
demned the acts of Germany in Belgium. 

Dr. Alexander Hamilton Rice and a party of 
scientists sailed from New York yesterday 
rboard the yacht Alberta on an exploration 
cruise of 5,000 miles on the Amazon. Rio 
Negro, and other South American rivers for 
the purpose of mapping unknown land in Brazil. 
Mrs. Rice, formerly widow of George D. Widener. 
a victim of the Titanic disaster, will make the 
cruise. Others in the party are William T. Coun- 
cilman, professor of pathology at Harvard; Ernest 
Howe, a geologist of Newport, and Earl E. 
Church of the United States coast and geodetic 
survey. 

1 Army officers at Fort Sills. Okla.. were elated 
yesterday over t lie showing of truck company No. 4, 
which arrived there late yesterday from San An- 
tonio. They said the thirty-three trucks of the 
company established a new long-distance record for 
the army in making the 518 miles in one week, 
averaging seventy -four miles a day. The fastest 
I>ortiou of the run was made on the eighty-three 
miles between San Antonio and Austin, Texas, 
which required only seven hours to cover. 

Plans for establishment in Denver and other 
large western cities of federal bureaus for collec- 
tion and dissemination of information regarding 
prices and supplies of marketable live stock and 
meat products, were received at Denver Tuesday by 
J. B. Killian, assistant secretary of the market 
committee of the American National Live Stock 
association. Mr. Killian said he was informed the 
department of agriculture plans to spend $65,000 in 
the establishment of the bureaus.

he -was represented to foe, either in the entry or 
at the time of the race, hut it was overruled. 
Robert the Devil had his revenge in the St. Leger. 
and always beat his Epsom rival when there was 
a distance of ground to cover. By Doncaster out 
of Koug>' Rose. Bend Or was one of the Stockwell 
tribe, and though his best course was a mile and 
a * tarter or a mil e and a half, and be waa <"ii- 
sequcntly not by any means a Cup horse, he became 
the sire of classic winners, among them the un- 
beaten Ormonde, one of the heroes of the “triple 
crown.*’ A second City and Suburban winner to 
achieve honors in the Derby was Sefton, but he 
was probably among the moderate horses to carry 
of the Blue Riband. He won as a three-year-old 
in 187S, under the feather weight of 78 pounds, 
only touting the outsider. Advance, by a head, 
and few who saw the race thought much of his 
pretensions for the Derby, more especially as he was 
afterwards l**aten into third place for the Two 
Thousand Guineas. He won rather easily neverthe- 
less, but it was not from a high-class band, of 
which the favorite, Insulaire, was second. That 
the form between the pair was correct, however, 
was shown in the St. Leger, when he again rele- 
gated Insulaire into second place by a half dozen 
lengths. 

It was a considerable time ere the “double” 
brought o(T by Virago found imitation, the second 
horse to win both the City and Suburban and Great 
Metropolitan being Mornington, which brought ofT 
the feat in 1N73. He was a useful handicap horse, 
ltelonging to Mr. E. Brayle.v. a popular and success- 
ful owner for a number of years, who patronized 
impartially racing on the flat and across country, 
llis colors had a strong public following, and the 
lead of “Teddy” Brayley was for a long while worth 
following. Mornington hud in previous seasons 
demonstrated that he could both stay and go fast, 
and lie was put to the test when brought out for 
the City and Suburban against a good -class field, 
which included Cremorner, the winner of the Derby 
the previous year. The latter was well backed to 
carry the top weight of 128 pounds first past the 
post, while Mr. Bray ley’s horse was allowed to start 
at 50 to 1. As a five-year-old he won from Cre- 
morne under 111 pounds, and the next afternoon 
was asked to shoulder his ten-pound jienalty 
(making his imimst 117 pounds) in the “Metrop.” 
He showed his quality by successfully doing so with 
proved stayers like Dutch Skater, Uhlan and Shan- 
non against him, of which the first-two named fin- 
ished second and third respectively. Then at Bath 
lie won the Somersetshire Stakes with odds on him, 
and completed a useful sequence at Salisbury by 
cantering in for Her Majesty’s Plate, over three 
miles. It is interesting to recall that Morning- 
ton Cannon, the famous ex- jockey, was born on the 
day Mr. Brayley’s horse won the Somersetshire 
Stakes, and the news of his birth reaching his 
father just after he had ridden the winner, he re- 
solved to call his son Mornington. It was for a 
long while believed that t lie youngster received his 
name after Mornington had been successful in the 
City and Suburban, but that was owing to some con- 
fusion of dates. Sabinas was another memorable 
winner of tin* double event, in 1S70, and his party 
profited considerably by his success. A three-year- 
old, lie had 93 pounds up in the shorter race, and a 
penalty of ten pounds gave him no more in the 
“Metrop.” Both he won easily, and that he was a 
good stayer he showed by afterwards taking the 
Beaufort Cup at Bath over about two miles and a 
half. He met a still greater test in the Gold Cup 
at Ascot, for which lie bear the French horse, 
Trocadero, Muster and three others, winning by four 
lengths from Trocadero. He must have been a 



tolerably good thing for the two events at Epsom 
with such light weights as he carried! 

The late Mr. Lorillard’s American -bred Parole 
was the fourth horse to win the “City” and the 
Great Metropolitan. Coming over here at the 
close of 1878 with a reputation for usefulness, he 
was entered for handicaps with some freedom the 
following year, and the Newmarket Handicap was 
chosen for his first appearance. His renown evi- 
dently had some foundation, for in this race he 
beat Isonomy — something to do at that time of 
day — under a concession of eight pounds, and as. 
as a six-year-old. he had only 119 pounds to carry 
iu the City and Suburban, inclusive of a five 
IHHind penalty, he was iu best request at the 
start. He was again a winner, and his victory 
only increased his weight for the Great Metropoli- 
tan the next day to 1-4 pounds. He had to meet 
but one opponent, which he readily disposed of 
with 5 to 2 on him. As the race has never been 
walked over for, this, of course, constitutes the 
smallest field that ever ran for it. Parole could 
only get fourth for the Chester Cup, but was equal 
to winning the Great Cheshire . Handicap the next 
day under 134 pounds. His other success that year 
was in the Epsom Gold Cup, for which he had a 
couple of moderate opponents to dispose of. In 

1880 he had another try for the City and Suburban, 
and though weighted this time at 130 pounds he 
was well supported by his connections, but failed 
to finish in the first three. Parole was a hardy, 
gelding by Leamington out of Maiden, and after 
that -ear was sent back to the United States of 
America, where he lived to a considerable age. 

No horse’s name is more deeply graven in City 
and Suburban records than that of Dean Swift. 
By reason of his consistent running and frequent 
victories he may, in point of popularity, lx* 
bracketed with Bendigo, Victor Wild, Long Set 
and others which have made their mark in handi- 
caps. and fills a place by himself as the only 
horse to win the Epsom race twice. The adage 
“Handsome is that handsome does.” particularly 
applies in his case, for he was one of the plainest - 
looking horses then in training, and could not be 
backed on the score of appearance, lie showed a 
liking for the course from his first appearance on 
it. which was made in the “City” as a three-year- 
old in 1904. Carrying 91 pounds, he was beaten 
into second place by Robert le Diahle, and tried his 
luck in the race for six consecutive seasons after- 
wards. Under 111! pounds he found public and 
stable support the following year, but had to put 
up with a third to Pharisee and Ambition, but at 
the third time of asking, in 1900. he. to the delight 
of his admirers, caught the judge’s eye first, car- 
rying three pounds less than in 1905. Again backed 
tiie next year, he only finished fifth, but some 
good form at Epsom and Ascot subsequently earned 
him 1-4 pounds for the City and Suburban in 1908. 
lie th**n scored his second success, and t lie old 
gelding and his jockey, Randall (who rode him 
when he first won), came in for a great reception 
on returning to scale. It was not a bad perform- 
ance to give thirty -three pounds to the five-year- 
old Simonson, which ho relegated to second place 
by a length and a half, and the following year, 
with 129 pounds in the saddle, he was beaten the 
same distance by White Eagle. Making his last 
appearance in the race in 1910, he was, in view of I 
liis record, given 131 pounds, which ho carried into 
third position behind Bachelor’s Double and Mus- 
t lplia. to which he was presenting nineteen pounds 
and thirteen pounds respectively. It was a highly 
creditable close to a connection with the race which 
no other thoroughbred has approached, and though 
defeated, he was by no means disgraced. It may 
1)0 added that the “Dean” ended his career on the 
course after winning the Chestrefield Cup at Good- 
wood tbe following year, and he was sent by his 
owner. Mr. J. B. Joel, to end his days in peace in 
the paddocks at Childwiekbury. — London Sportsman.
